INE HORRORS 
ON INCREASE. 


LAST YEAR'S RECORD GREATEST 
IN HISTORY. . 
— 
New Year, Scarce Three Weeks 
Old, Begins Badly With Two Dis- 
astrous Explosions in Which Many 
Lives Were Lost—Science Fails to 
Find Safeguard. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.) Jan. 17.—The 
year 1908 was marked by more mine 
horrors, and by more loss of lite un- 
der ground than any other year in his- 
tory. 

And the year 1999 scarcely three 
weeks old apparently is going after 
1908's record. Only last Tuesday 100 
lives were lost in an explosion in a 
model mine near Bluefield, W. Va., 
and on the Sunday before death ex- 
acted another heavy toll in the Leiter 
mines at Zeigier, In.. 

“Science,” says a mining engineer 
today, “has not yet solved the prob- 
lem of preventing the formation of 
gas. We recognize three kinds of mine 


white damp. . 

“Fire damp is the only one of the 
trio that is explosive. It is a gas 
given off by coal under the influence 
of the heat of thy earth, When Davy 
invented the miners’ safety lamp, it 
was thought that all danger of mine 
explosions was over.

Danger That a Quorum Will 
not Be Present. 


Stalled Trains Hold Back 
Many Persons. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 17.-On ge- 
count of the floods in the American, 
Feather and Sacramento rivers, there 
is some danger that a quorum will 
not be present in either branch of the 
Legislature tomorrow.

Besides the delay to legislators, many 
persons who expected to arrive in time 
to appear before various committees 
have experienced difficulty, in getting 
into the capital and unless the early 
trains tomorrow get through without 
mishap, legislation may be at a stand- 


still. 
HEARING IMPORTANT. 

One of the most important hearings 
of the coming week will be a joint 
committee investigation of the Islais 
Creek bill introduced by Senator 


of $1,000,000 for the condemnation of 
sixty-three blocks of inundated land 
in the Potrero district of San Fran- 
cisco for the erecion of warehouses and 
the construction of docks. ; 
Besides the numerous commercial 
bodies, a large number of private in- 
terests are on the qui vive, and will 
have delegations on hand to combat 
various sections of the bill, and to of- 
fer amendments. Senator Welch said 
tonight that there was some talk of 
taking the committees to San Fran- 
cisco to go over the ground, but that 


be necessary. There is every indica- 
tion of a bitter fight over the bill. 

George N. McRae, representing the 
ship owners association, suggested to 
both committees that they journey to 
San Francisco to determine whether 
or not the report and recommendations 
of the jcint committee on harbors ap- 
pointed by the Thirty-seventh Legisia- 
ture should be followed. This proposes 
to place in the hands of the herbor 
commissioners the power to improve 
the shipping facilities as fast as the 
harbor revenues will permit and that 
any bonds vote to be used in improv- 
ing the present water fronts. 

Against the re dations of the 
harbor commission the friends of the 
Welch bill will muster all of eir 
strength and Commissioner Stafford 
also is expected to appear before the 
in his position. 

Some of the private interests, such 
as lumber, propose that land owned by 
them in the district to be 9 
their possession to un- 
proved as planned before the 
Creek project was advanced, and when 
the State wants it to give it up tinder 
condemnation proceedings without un- 
necessary delay. 

According to some of these interests 
it would be fifteen or twenty years 
before the property would be wanted 
by the State. 

STRAIGHTEN TANGLE. : 

Senator Welch holds that the theory 
that condemnation proceedings would 
not be necessary, advanced yestérday, 
is incorrect owing to an old grant by 
which the government relinquished ti- 
tle. The straightening out of the tan- 
gle will require lengthy sessions of the 
committees, Senator EK. O. Miller and 
Atty.-Gen. Webb wil] confer ‘tomorrow 
night concerning t Stetson Railroad 
Commission Bul in uced into the 
Senate. 

Miller wants the Attorney-General to 
include some direct legislation in the 
commission measure, rather than give 
entire power to the body itself. He 
will endeavor to induce Webb to 
make his reciprocal demurrage bill 
part of the commission measure, and 
is willing that there should be a clause 
inserted which suspends penalties for 
terms of thirty and sixty days when 
conditions are abnormal. 

A score of delegates to the conven- 
tion of the State Good Roads’ Associa- 
tion, which will Indorse a bill to be 
introduced in the Legislature, arrived 
om late trains today. The directors 
had planned for an attendance of sev- 
eral hundred, t owing to the delay 
of traffic, not re than fifty are ex- 
pected to appear. The directors will 
meet Monday morning, consult with 
the Governor later in the day and set 
an hour for the convention to open in 
the Chamber of Commerce.

Lawyer, Wife and Daughter 
Blood-S meared. 


Discovery Made by A ffianced 
of Young Woman. 


Trio Had Been Dead Since 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


SEATTLE (Wash.) Jan, i7.—W. L. 
Seeley, an attorney and former na- 
tional bank examiner for Illinois, un- 
der Comptroter of Currency Eckels; 
his wife, Mrs. Kate M. Seeley, a mem- 
ber of the National Society of Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, and 
his daughter, Miss Rene Seeley, a stu- 
dent at the University of Washington, 
were found dead in a bathroom of 
their home, No. 307 Eighteenth avenue, 
in the fashionable Capital Hm district 
at 1 o'clock this afternoon, by the 
young woman's sweetheart. They had 
been dead since last Thursday. 

The women, each of whom was clad 
in night robes, had been murdered by 
being struck im the head, evidently 
with a haenmer. There was no mark 
of violence on Seeley. He is believed 
to have been partly chioroformed and 
then drowffed in the bathtub. 

KNEELING BY TUB. 

All three were kneeling at the side of 
the bathtub with their heads sub- 
merged in the water. A steamer trunk 
was on the bodies of Seeley and his 
wife. 

That Seeley killed his wife and 
daughter while insane over financial 
worries and then committed suicide is 
the theory of the Coroner and the po- 
lice. He was clothed in his underwear, 
shoes, and trousers. 

BLOOD-STAINED GOWN. 

His night gown, which was bilood- 
stained, as were those on the bodies of 
the two women, was found beneath a 
pillow in the room occupied by bim 
and his wife. The pillow on which 
Mrs. Seeley had been sleeping wa 
saturated with blood. 

Seeley came here less than two years 
ago from St. Joseph, Mo. He had 
lived there two years and had moved 
there from Ottawa, II. He had en- 
gaged in the practice of law wherever 
he had been for the past thirty years. 
Seeley was 55 years of age, his wife

PUEBLO (Colo. Jan. 17.—Missouri 
Pacific passenger train, known as the 
St. Louis Fast Express, which leaves 
here at 6:05 p.m., was wrecked near 
Boone, twenty-six miles east of Pu- 
eblo, about 7 o'clock tonight. 

The engine and five or six cars 
Jumped the track, but according to 
a telephone message received here, 
no one was killed or seriously injured.

escapes. The train was in charge of 
Conductor - Black, while Engineer 
Lockhart was at the throttle. The 
news of the wreck did not reach Pueblo 
for almost an hour, and wreckers on 
the Missouri Pacific and Denver and 
Rio Grande are being hastened to the 
scene. 


SURVIVORS TALE 
PICTURES HORROR. 


‘ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
SALT LAKE, Jan. 17.—A number of 
survivors of the Dotsero wreek on the 
Rio Grande Rallroad reached San 
Lake today. Those who were not too 
benumbed by the scene of horror 
through which they had passed re- 
lated pitiful stories of the disaster. 

“T was sitting in a Pullman,” said 
George H. Harris, a Salt Lake man, 
“when I felt a jar. It was nothing 
much, so far as the shock was con- 
cerned, but out of curiosity I went to 
the platform to learn the cause of the 
stop. Only then did I suspect that we 
had been in a collision. It seemed as 
though the passengers from every un- 
damaged car were upon the scene in- 


‘} stantly and every man and a 


of the women t to work to aid the 
unfortunates under the débris. 

“When we had completed our work 
it was found that nineteen were dead, 
three others died in the hospital and 
a hobo who was riding the blind bag- 
gage was crushed to death. That 
made a total of twenty-three , 
The chair coach was completely de- 
molished and there was hardly enough 
of it left to All a cigar box. Where 
the accident urred there is a river 
on one side of the embankment and a 
sheer ‘descent on the other. - 

“The impact drove the tourist sleeper 
through the chair car ahead, one side 
falling down the embankment and the 
other into the water. 

“While a party of us were at wor, 
we came upon a family of five— 
father, mother, two little boys and a 
little girl. As we reached them the 
mother cried out: ‘For God's sake, help 
my children; I am dying.’ We had 
been working hard, but we put more 
energy. if possible, into our labors, and 
soon had the little girl freed from the 
wreckage. She was badly hurt, but we 
knew it would help the dying parents 
if we told them the children were safe. 
When we reached them with our con- 
soling messages we were too late. The 
father, mother and two boys had
